CAMDEN, Ark.—</P)—De- 


liberating only three minutes, 
a jury in circuit court here late 
Monday acquitted Lawrence 
E. Wilson, former lieutenant 
governor, on a charge, of em- 
bezzlement of funds from a 
bank of which he was liquidat- 
ing agent. 


Only two witnesses were called by 


the defense, Wilson and Clyde Whal- 
ey, cashier of the Bank of Stephens. 


The charge on which Wilson was 


tried was that he embezzled $500 of 
funds from tho Stephens bank. Using 
his records filed in chancery court as 
notes, Wilson testified to a $500 trans- 
action, but said it was accounted for 
later. Whttley's 
testimony included 


the records of deposits made by the 
liquidator. 


Wilson resigned as liquidating agent 


of the Stephens bank after the charges 
were brought, and also severed his 


.connections with two other institu- 
|(ions, the Ouachita Valley Bank here, 
and the Louann State Bank at Lou- 
ann, after state banking department 
officials reported a shortage oi sev- 
eral thousand dollars. At the time, he 
declared the allegations of shortages 
were based on "technicalities and po- 
litics." 


Six other indictments arc pending 


against the former lieutcntant gover- 
nor, but no indication has been made 
as to their disposition. 


The $500 item involved in the charges 


was said by state counsel to represent 
a balance on a $0,000 transaction for 
sale of a bank building. 


Witnesses called by the state in- 


cluded H. A. Daugherty, state bank 
examiner whose investigations led to 
an audit of Wilson's accounts, and 
subsequent resignation as agent; J. R. 
Edwards, Jr., Little Rock accountant; 
and Joe Gcan, cashier of the Mer- 
chants and Planters Bank of Camdcn. 


Former Publisher 


Is Judged Insane 


Edward B. McLean Reliev- 


ed of Handling 5-Mil- 


lion Dollar Estate 


TOWSON, Md.-(/P)-A verdict af- 


firming the insanity of Edward B. Mc- 
Lean, former Washington publisher, 
was returned here Monday by a sher- 
iff's jury. 


After .several psychiatrists testified, 


the jurors signed an inquisition paper 
which staled, in part, that McLean is 
"of unsound mind and a lunatic, with- 
out lui'iel intervals, so that he is not 
capable of the government of himself 
or the management of his estate." 


Former Attorney General A. Mitch- 


ell Palmer, who represented McLean's 
estranged wife, Mrs. Evalyn Walsh 
McLean, said the principal of Mc- 
Lean's trust estate is valued at about 
$5,000,000 and his personal property is 
worth $50,000. 


The inquisition paper signed by the 


jurors said the income from the es- 
tate at present is $666 a week. 


The lunacy petition was filed Octo- 


ber 4 by Mrs. McLean who asked that 
a committee; ho appointed to manage 
her former husband's affairs. 


Sir Robert Home, former chan- 
cellor of the exchequer, that Great 
Britain will act if our gold policy 
results in an exchange ratio be- 
tween the dollar andthc pound un- 
satisfactory to the

has 


been weighed by the Committee 
for the Nation and its economic ex- 
perts. 


The situation within the United 


States (however) is so critical that 
our monetary policy must be for- 
mulated with reference to our do- 
•mcstic ncdcs. Instead of listening 
so attentively to British advice, it 
would be well to observe condi- 
tions in our agricultural and in- 
dustrial communities. 


The most 
important step for 


world recovery today is for each 
nation within its own borders to 
restore its own price level. The 
importance of restoring price level 
within the 
United States out- 


weighs all else. 
That, substantially, is the policy to 


which we are committed—first raising 
domestic prices to a satisfactory level, 
and later giving consideration to the 
problem of foreign exchange. It means 
forgetting our export business until 
we have the home situation well in 
hand. 


The only question is, How long can 


the agricultural sections of America 
hold out on a program of plowing up 
surpluses instead 
of 
selling 
them 


abroad as we used to? But if the 
president needs this co-operation in 
order to put up a "front" in his deal- 
ings with Europe, he will get it; and 
stabilization abroad will eventually 
come.

When the elder Rockefeller looked 


around him to decide where he could 
place half his fortune to do the most 
good he chose public health. 


He went still further. He ordered

He 
did not want to build a perpetual mon- 
ument to himself. He wanted to give 
the world something it needed—and 
the Foundation was to be a tempor- 
ary thing, lasting only long enough to 
to carry out its mission.

Tuesday completed hearing on 
the application of highway 
bondholders for a permanent 
injunction

out highway funds and an-

cision. 


Pending the final decision the court 


granted an interlocutory injunction 
which continues in force the tempor- 
ary order restraining the state treas- 
urer from disbursing highway reven- 
ues except for road maintenance. 


Bond Suit Opens 


LITTLE ROCK—(/P)— Basing their 


contentions on the question of wheth- 
er the state is a debtor 
immune to 


legal processes, attorneys here Mon- 
day began arguments in the hearing 
on a bondholders petition, to make 
permanent an order restraining the 
state treasurer from paying out high- 
way funds except under the original 
terms of the Martineau road law of 
1927. 


Half of the opposing counsel's argu- 


ments had been completed when the 
three-judge federal court recessed at 
5 p. m. until Tuesday morning. 


The petition of the bondholders' 


protective,. 'Committee,

holders of direct state highway obli- 
gations issued since 1927 with which 
to build a state 
system 
of 
roads, 


strikes at Governor Futrell's 1933 re- 
funding program 
under which the 


state offered its 
creditors 
25-year 


three-pcr cent bonds for their obli- 
gations maturing serially and bear- 
ing a greater interest rate. 


State Treasurer 
Roy V. Leonard 


was temporarily restrained by Judge 
John E. Martineau from paying out 
any highway funds except upon main- 
tenance, and since the petition at- 
tacked the constitutionality 
of state 


acts, a three-judge court was neces- 
sary. Federal Circuit Judge Archi- 
bald K. Gardner of Huron, S. D., 
Judge Heartsill Ragon of the western 
division of Arkansas, and Judge Mar- 
tineau, comprise the court. 


Collateral Damaged 


The first attorney for the bondhold- 


ers, J. G. Gamble, contended the state 
had breached its contract with bond- 
holders by the passage of acts which 
sought to destroy the first lien on 
gasoline taxes and motor license fees 
set up in the Martineau road law 
and pledged also in the face of the 
bonds. 


He listed acts 6 and 36 of 1933, re- 


ducing the amount of fees for automo- 
biles and trucks; act 82 of 1933, creat- 
ing the bond refunding fund; act 167, 
tho refunding act; and act 207, appro- 
priating $250,000 annually from 
the 


road refunding fund for maintenance 
of the state hospital. 


Three acts of the 1933 special leg- 


islative session also were cited hy 
Gamble as having impaired the obli- 
gation of the bonds. These were act 
12, appropriating $60,000 with which 
to pay the interest due on Arkansas 
bonds held by other states, act 18, 
appropriating $300,000 for small high- 
way claims; and act 19, appropriating 
$20,000 for expenses of the highway 
audit commission. 


'Those were deliberate and wanton 


efforts at impairment of a contract," 
he said. 


Gamble was followed by David M. 


Wood, member of the New York law 
firm of Thompson, Wood and Hoff- 
man, 
who were tho approving attor- 


neys for the $91,500,000 of direct state 
highway obligations now in litigation. 


Directed at Treasurer 


Wood contended his suit was not di- 


rected against the state, but against 
Leonard to "compel him to act with- 
in the law." He argued all the facts 
listed by Gamble were unconstitution- 
al, and, therefore, the law under which 
the state treasurer must act is that 
in effect prior to 1933. 


'We are asking the court to enjoin 


the treasurer from violating the law of 
his own state. We contend those acts 
(listed by Gamble) as nullities because 
they violate the provisions of both the 
federal and state constitutions which 
forbid a legislature passing acts im- 
pairing the obligation of a contract," 
he said. 


Judge Walter L. Pope, chief state 


counsel, 
declared 
there 
"is not a 


patriotic citizen oi the state who does 
,ot regret the state's inability to pay 
in full the; obligations it owes," and 
Charles Colt-man, 
representing the 


tate, told the court at the outset it 
would admit the validity of all its 
debts but that it could not pay them 
in full as due.

CRISIS FOR FRANCE 


Conservatives Demand 
Gold Embargo, But Of- 


ficials Are Cock-Sure 


WASHINGTON — (fP)

The 
world price of gold 


slumped abruptly 
Tuesday 


despite President Roosevelt's 
announced intention of buy- 
ing the metal in 
foreign 


markets. 


But nevertheless the domestic price 


at which the Reconstruction Corpora- 
tion will buy advanced to 
another 


new high, $32.12. 


The dollar strengthened Tuesday 


as against both the British pound and 
the French franc. 


French Embargo Likely 


PARIS—(^P)—An embargo on gold 


to balk Washington's purchases of 
foreign gold was 
demanded by the 


conservative press Monday but of- 
ficials of the Bank of France said they 
would lose no sleep over a possible 
danger of the huge French gold re- 
serves. 


Scenting an American, attack on the 


franc, former Premier Tardieu's news- 
paper the Liberte, and the 
Leftist 


Quotidien, demanded an embargo to 
fight "a new offensive against the 
franc." Former Finance Minister Paul 
Reynaud suggested that the entire 
European gold bloc halt their gold 
exists. 


Uncertainty over the exact meaning 


of President Roosevelt's latest step 
was manifested by Treasury and bank 
officials. The former said they were 
WSttlHI to Sec the effects of the pur- 
chases. 


"Automatic" Protection Seen 


High bank officers said two things 


automatically protect French gold: 


First, the value of French currency 


would rise as the Reconstruction Fi- 
nance Corporation must buy francs 
in order to get gold from the Bank 
of France, 


Second, 
they 
doubted 
whether 


enough francs could be bought in the 
open market in view of dollar fluctu- 
ations to draw a troublesome amount 
of the bank's blood. 


Officials said that gold bloc nations 


had instituted a virtual embargo, as 
some central banks refused to sell 
gold to everyone and could refuse to 
sell to the Reconstruction. Finance 
Corporation. 


The same bankers predicted thai 


the greatest repercussions, 
if there 


were any, would be felt in London. 


"The mine most easily available is 


the Bank of France," said M. Reynaud, 
"America doubtless could take gold 
in amounts that merit serious consid- 
eration. France might, therefore, re- 
ply in accord with the other glod 
bloc countries in order to safeguard 
gold stocks by limiting sales to gold 
countries." 


Quotidien advocated a complete em- 


bargo, criticized French money with 
its recent government nickel issue, 
called France a "country 
without 


money," and urged gold coinage. 


The American dollar moved sharp- 


ly, meanwhile. H sagged 
to 16.70 


francs (5.988 cents to the franc) and 
closed at 16.79 francs (5.9023 cents), 
compared to Saturday's final rate of 
17.26 francs (5.78 cents).

LITTLE ROCK..—(/P)-Governor Fu- 


trell over the week-end appointed a 
special committee of 10 members to 
work out a plan for reorganization of 
the state's educational system" which 
can be carried by the taxpayers with- 
out unduly burdening them. 


"Our present school 
system 
has 


broken down, it is a wreck," the gov- 
ernor declared in a letter to members 
of the committee in which he sub- 
mitted a list of 24 interrogatories to be 
considered by the committee mem- 
bers in their study. "The course of 
education from the first grade up to 
the higher education is not co-ordin- 
ated. The financial system of our ed- 
ucation is a bungle and a waste. 


"My thought is that the common 


schools 
through the 
eighth grade 


should be the first care of the state 
and should be a direct charge on the 
state. It is up to the committee to 
evolve a plan that is sound and wise 
and which will appeal to the better 
thought of our people."

tor in Advandnc Soviet -Cause In 
V. S. . . . War Toes flaunt Manner 
Jn Faces of Man' Representatives 
. . . Cuban .Recognition Closer.

WASHINGTON.—The life and work 


of Boris E. Skvirsky figure dramati- 
cally in the background of the forth- 
coming Roosevelt-Litvinov 
negotia- 


tions on Russian recognition. 


Skvirsky, for 12 years the Soviet's 


unofficial "Ambassador" here' is al- 
most unknown in America. He has 
labored brilliantly and indefatigably 
for recognition—but so .tactfully, good- 
humoredly, and intelligently that no 
protest came from recognition's op- 
ponents. 


Fat, bald, and with features of He- 


braic cast, this Russian has charmed 
Washington 
with 
brilliant, 
witty, 


demonstrative conversation. Few men 
can -talk as rapidly, yet precisely. 


Few Communists can explain their 


case more plausibly. He handled for 
Russia the preliminaries of the Lit- 
vinor: visit. Though he yearns to re- 
turn home, he may be the first new 
Russian ambassador. 


Saw Massacre 


A student at Odessa in 1905, he saw 


the rebellious armored cruiser Potem- 
kin entesr .the harbor and watched 
Cossacks massacre an excited crowd 
ashore. He became a journalist, an 
economist,' and a revolutionary. 


Exiled to a remote Siberian village, 


he lived on cured fish and taught 
school. He met and married the pres- 
ent Mrs. Skvirsky, also in exile. Mon- 
' ey and clothes were smuggled to them 
by "underground railway." 


Separtely they escaped—Skvirsky 


hidden in a load of timber—and were 
.reunited in Australia. 


There they entered a-group of some 


500 Russia nexiles subsisting by man- 
ual labor. Skyirsky became a long- 
shoreman. 


Came the anti-Czarist revolt of 1917. 


Skvirsky headed a committee which 
demanded that the Russian consul- 
general deliver the consulate or pay 
fares of the whoel colony to Vladivos- 
tok. The scared .official raised •$30,000 
and packed them all off. Skvirsky 
soon was a leader of the Vladivostok 
Soviet. 


Saved by V. S. General 


One night White Russians kidnaped 


him. His wife got to General Graves, 
U. S. A., who saved his life. Elevat- 
ed to higher posts, kvirsky came here 
in 1921 as a delegate for the Far East- 
ern Republic to the Washington arms 
conference. He stayed and became 
the Moscow foreign office's unofficial 
representative. 


Borah was his friend and consul- 


tant. Skvirsky had confidential con- 
tacts with the State Department and 
none with American communists. He 
talked Russia with everyone who .dis- 
played interest. 


Congressmen Cordell Hull and Ham- 


ilton Fisb. got him his tickets to the 
Democratic and Republican conven- 
tions of 1928. Skvirsky negotiated the 
recent $4,000,000 trade credit to Russia. 


A Slap In the Fate 


Our secretaries of war for years 


have gazed sourly at the Nations! 
Council for Prevention of War's large 
sign just across the street from their 
office. Tart comments on the pacif- 
ists' proximity were frequent. 


Now, into the same old building 


housing the council, has moved the 
Women's 
International League for 


Peace and Freedom, an even more 
militant group, with an even larger 
sign. 


Cuban Recognition Closer 


If nothing happens to that Cuban 


government, it soon will be recogniz- 
ed. Its handling of labor troubles, 
Communists, army organization, and 
the revolt of officers at Havana's Na- 
tional Hotel have impressed the ad- 
ministration. 


Ambassador Welles still privately 


reports the Grau government doesn't 
represent a large Cuban majority, but 
other official reports indicate stability. 


Theoretically, our failure to recog- 


nize it and the many political groups 
opposing it should have doomed the 
Havana regime. But there it is.
